The compang said that would 
result in a 000 increase in 
annual revenue and, along with 
a consequent saving of $125,000 
a year in operating expenses, 
would help offset a $900,000 
increase in labor costs. 

The higher labor costs are 
the result of two-year contracts 
signed March 1 with the bus 
and street car operators and 
shop employes, and July 1 with 
clerical employes, a Public 
Service spokesman said. 

Basic fare of 20 cents and 
other fares would remain un- 
changed. 

The company has been sell- 
ing about 70,000 passes a week. 
They cost 90 cents a week, and, 
with a pass, each ride costs 10 
cents. Also to be cut out would 
be the weekly express pass, 
which costs $1.15 and provides 
for 10-cent rides. 

‘A Stopgap Measure.’ 

The transit company said it 
was “in urgent need of relief,” 
and that the proposed tem- 
porary rate structure was “a 
stopgap -measure.” 

In asking that the pass elim- 
ination be authorized as tem- 
porary, Public Service said 
other rate changes might be 
called for on completion of a 
pending study of the company's 
valuation and its operations, as 
ordered about six months ago

dicated that student fares 
should be increased and also 
the rates for Park-Ride, Loop 
and Ladue services. 

Experience has shown, the 
company said, that weekly 
passes have been declining in 
popularity, with sales down al- 
most 50 per cent in the last 
four years. 

Gross Receipts Tax Cited. 

Another reason for seeking 
additional revenue through the 
fare structure, it said, is that 
it has been unsuccessful in 
challenging the validity of the 
5 per cent tax levied by the 
City of St. Louis on gross re- 
ceipts in bus fares. 

The case for the elimination 
of was set out in a letter 
signed by John C. Baine, com- 
pany president. 

For the year ended last Feb. 
28, he said, net income was 
$951,403, and after adjustments 
for the wage increase and pro- 

fare increase it would 
ve been $847,403. 

For the 12 months ended last 
Feb. 28, the company told the 
commission, the rate of return 
on its investment was 4.22 per 
cent. If current labor costs had 
been effective in that year the 
return would have been 2.31 per 
cent, it said. ;

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP) 
—The Air Force today halted 
work on the multimillion dol- 
lar guided, missile Navaho 
which it whe asserted would 
be as good an atomic warhead 
carrier as a ballistic weapon. 

The Nayaho program, started 
in 1946, is being eliminated be- 
cause of present and antici- 
pated budget curtailments of 
spending, the Air Force said. 

The rocket-laufiched, ram-jet 
powered missile was designed 
to attain a speed of between 
two to three times greater than 
sound. It was developed as a 
substitute for intercontinental 
ballistic missiles on which the 
Air Force is still working. 

There was no immediate es- 


timate of the amount of money 
the Air Force has put into the 
Navaho program in the past 11 
years. (An official told the 
United Press it was around 
$500,000,000.) The manufactur- 
er, the North American Avia- 
tion Co., has announced receiv- 
ing a number of multi-million 
dollar contracts for its devel- 
opment. 

In March 1956, former Air 
Force Secretary Donald 
Quarles, yho is now deputy sec- 
retary of defense, said that the 
Navaho had “range, accuracy 
and load carrying capabilities at 
least as good as the ballistic 
missile.”

5 Cents Would Go for 
Road Repair, 4 Cents 
for General Fund— 
Housing Standards 
Act Passed. 


A bill to increase the St. 
Louis county tax rate 9 cents, 
from 83 to 92 cents on the $100 
assessed valuation, was: intro- 
duced in the County Council 
yesterday. The council passed 
unanimously a minimum hous- 
ing standards acts, regulating 
sanitary and health conditions 
of dwellings. 

Under the proposed tax in- 
crease, 4 cents of the 9-cent 
increase would go to the coun- 
ty’s road and ‘bridge fund and 
5 cents would go to the general 
fund. It was estimated the tax 
increase, if approved, would 
bring In about $1,000,000 an- 
nually. 

Highway Engineer John J. 
Leslie told the council that his 
department needed the addi- 
tional* 4 cents to repair roads 
and bridges damaged by this 
spring’s torrential rains and 
floods and by last winter's 
frosts. 

He pointed out that his de- 
partment would not receive all 
4 cents. Part of it would be 
refunded to county communities 
for street and road improve- 
ments within the incorporated 
areas, 


The Other 5 Cents. 


Supervisor Luman F. Mat- 
thews told the council the other 
5 cents of the proposed tax in- 
crease would be used for things 
the county has long needed. 

Three and a half cents, he 
said, would be used for con- 
struction of a building for stor- 
ing the county’s 900 voting ma- 
chines. Preliminary plans for 
it have been completed, It 
would be built beside the 
county garage south of Ladue 
road on the western limits of 
Clayton. 

One-half cent of the 5 cents 
would go to the county police 
department, enabling it to em- 
ploy 10 more officers. 

The remaining cent, Mat- 
thews said, would be divided 
for several purposes. 

Part of it would be used for 
the purchase of a building at 
115 North Meramec avenue, 
Clayton, which the county has 
been renting for $12,500 an- 
nually. Other portions of it 
would go to the planning com- 
mission for land-use maps and 
base maps and for a continua- 
tion of the county's rezoning 
study. 

He reported the building on 
North Meramec, which is oc- 
cupied by the Civil Service 
Commission, county superin- 
tendent of schools and the road 
bond issue section of the coun- 
ty highway engineer's depart- 
ment, could be purchased for 
about $119,000. He expressed 
the belief it would be less ex- 
pensive to purchase it rather 
than continue to rent it.

21 miles southwest of St. Louis.

Similar hearings were sched- | 
uled for today and tomorrow on 
plans to locate three other Nike 
bases at nearby points in IIIi- 
nois. An emplacement proposed 
for the Edwardsville area was

Tucker Says Stop-Gap Budget 
Will Wreck Two Big Programs 


Traffic and Rehabilitation Projects to Suf- 
fer, He Warns — ‘Robbing Peter 
N to Pay Paul.

Aldermen would 
wreck two major city programs 
was delivered last night by 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
shortly after a $1,854,500 pay 
increase recommendation for 
city employes was made public. 

The Mayor, discussing the 
city’s: financial troubles in a 
television address over Post- 
Dispatch Station KSD-TV, said 
two ordinances diverting special 
funds to general revenue pur- 
poses would wreck the city’s 
traffic improvement and neigh- 
borhood rehabilitation pro- 
grams. 

In proposing the pay rise for 
about 8700 city employes, Per- 
sonnel Director R. Elliott 
Scearce said the figure repre- 
sented less than half the sum 
necessary to bring city pay 
scales up to the level prevail- 
ing in private industry and 
other cities of comparable size. 

Mayor Tucker pointed out 
that the aldermen, in rejecting 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment plan for a tax pro- 
gram to balance its recom- 
mended budget, had enacted 
tax measures that would raise 
only about $2,940,000 of the 
approximately $5,300,000 needed 
to finance the budget. 


Revenue Diverted. 


Another $1,000,000 was pro- 
vided by diverting to general 
revenue $800,000 in parking 
meter receipts and $211,000 in 
receipts from the sale of city- 
owned property. The parking 
meter receipts had been ear- 
marked for installation of traf- 
fic signals and off-street park- 
ing while the real estate re- 
ceipts were for neighborhood 
rehabilitation. The aldermen 
also reduced the proposed 
budget by about $410,000. 

Declaring such diversions can 
best be described as robbing 
Peter to pay Paul, Mayor 
Tucker said additional revenue 
would have to be found if the 
present traffic and neighbor- 
hood rehabilitation programs 
are to be continued. Mere 
shuffling of funds will not

This program will come to a 
virtual halt since the money 
will now go for other purposes, 
he added.

REPORTS ON AUTO 
ACCIDENTS CLIMB 
35 PCT. IN 3 YEARS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 11— 
Reports to the state on automo- 
bile accidents on Missouri 
streets and highways now aver- 
age more than 10,000 a month, 
an increase of 35 per cent in 
the last three years, Lee G. 
Cass, ‘supervisor of the motor 
vehicle responsibility unit of the 
Department of Revenue, said 
today. 

This number of reports in a 
month, Cass said, would repre- 
sent an average of about 6000 
accidents a month. Under the 
safety responsibility law all 
owners or operators of cars in- 
volved in an accident are re- 
quired to make a report to the 
state agency, if the damage ex- 
ceeds $100, or one or more per- 
sons are injured or killed. 

Cass said the mumber of ac- 


sidents reports received in 1956 
totaled 160,000, and in 1955, 
99.901. A gradual increase in 
the number has been evident 
since last October. 

Cass said the number of re- 
ports varies for a single acci- 
dent, but the peak one was a 
succession of collisions in Kan- 
sas City, involving 22 cars be- 
fore the chain accident ended.

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New West Indies Federation 
To Be Led at First by Jamaica, 
Which AlsoMay Supply Premier| 


Island Is the Largest, but Geographically 
Removed From Others—Economy Has 
Shown Recent Gains—People in Favor 
of American Traditions.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, July 11. 

HE WEST INDIES, the new federation of 10 island groups 
within the British system now set to come into being: in 
November, inevitably will tend to be dominated at the outset 
by Jamaica. This island is the largest in area and contains the 
most people — about half the total population of the new 


federation. 
Furthermore Jamaica has fur- 
nished the man who, if he wants 


the will be the first Prime 

r of the West Indies. 
That man is Norman Manley, 
whose middle name is Washing- 
te on the Fourth tt debe He 
ago on ou 0 . He 
is at present Chief 2 of 
Jamaica and is in London play- 
ing a leading role in trying to 
negotiate for the return of the 
United States naval base on 
Trinidad to be used as the site 
of the capital of the West 
Indies. 

Jamaica is by no means typ- 
ical of the islands in the new 
federation. It not only is the 
largest, but it is geographically 
removed from the others. Bar- 
bados is a thousand miles east 
of here 


Even more noticeable in set- 
ting off Jamaica is the economic 
boom the island seems tod be 
enjoying: Prosperity is relative 
and there is still plenty of pov- 
erty on this as on all of the 
West Indian islands, but there 
is no doubt that Jamaicans are 
better off today than they were 
a few years ago. The gross na- 
tional production of Jamaica 
has risen more than 400 per 
cent in 12 years and most of 
that rise has taken place in the 
last few years. 

Position As To U.S. 

Finally the greatest differ- 
ence between Jamaica and some 
of the other islands, a differ- 
ence perhaps related to its po- 
sition in the central Caribbean, 
is its orientation toward the 
United States. 

More than 95 per cent of the 
people of Jamaica are Negroes. 
As a people they are more self- 
reliant than the people of some 
of the ether islands. They value 
self-government more and have 
achieved more of it than others 
in the West Indies. Going back 
to slave days, they have fought 
for liberty, and descendants of 
escaped slaves hid in the 
mountains and called them- 
selves “Maroons” stilj live in 
their old villages and cherish 
their traditions of freedom. 

Jamaicans like the American 
democratic traditions and there 
is a considerable amount of vis- 
iting back and forth—each year 
160,000 Americans spend vaca- 
tions in Jamaica and each year 
some 7000 Jamaicans visit the 
United States to see friends 
and relations in Harlem or to 
work temporarily as agricul- 
tural laborers. Jamaicans avoid 
the southern United States when 
possible. White visitors are 
treated well here and Jamai- 
cans expect to be well treated 
elsewhere. The isiand is 
crowded. There is considerable 
unemployment and underem- 
ployment. Some 10,000 Jamai- 
cans migrated to the British 
Isles last year. There have been 
some reports of a minor race 
problem in the United King- 
dom as a result of that migra- 
tion but on the whole the Ja- 
maicans in Britain seem to be 
content there. : 

Feeling of Progress. - 

Most Jamaicans prefer Ja- 
maica, however—particularly in 
recent years when they have 
had a growing feeling that the 
island is “going somewhere.” 
By this they mean not only the 
increasing prosperity, but also 
the increasing political liberty 
enjoyed by this colony. Min- 
ister of Labor Florhel Glass- 
pole, right-hand man af Chief 
Minister Manley in the People’s 
National Party, voiced the 
opinions of many Jamaicans 
when he told the writer that 
the chief benefit of federation 
so far as he was concerned was 
a step toward full common- 
wealth self-government for the 
peoples of the West Indies. 

“Independence leads to prog- 
ress,” he said. “As we have 
had more political independence 
and self-government here on 
Jamaica, we have had economic 
and social progress. The only 
way people grow is to be given

British colonial authorities

Like nearly all political lead- | 


ers in the West Indies, Manley 
calls himself a Socialist. In the 
case of Manley and of most of 
the others, socialism is less a 
doctrinaire. approach to eco- 
nomics and politics—they all 
tend to be approximately New 
Dealers in terms of the Amer- 
ican scene—than. it is a tribute 
to the British Labor party 
which calls itself Socialist. It 
was the Labor party which gave 
self-government and independ- 
ence to the former British 
colonies in Asia. Conservatives 
in Britain on the other hand 
are identified with a policy of 
trying to “keep the colonies,” 
a policy that by no means rec- 
ommends itself to Jamaicans. 

In office since 1955, Manley 
has launched a scheme for eco- 
nomic development which in- 
cludes as one of its mainstays 
the successful attraction of pri- 
vate capital, including American 
capital, under favorable terms. 


free government and public 
welfare programs. 


Manley was a Rhodes scholar 
at Oxford and now serves on 
the committee which selects 
Rhodes scholars. He made a 
wide reputation as a brilliant 
lawyer—a common pattern for 
rising politicians in all of the 
underdeveloped areas of the 
world—before he entered poli- 
tics, and had engaged in nota- 
ble privately financed schemes 
for raising the health, housing, 
and educational standards of 
the Jamaican people. While at 
Oxford he took time out to 
fight with the British army in 
World War I and was decorated 
for bravery in action. 


Entrance in Politics. 


The political and economic 
turmoil which struck the West 
Indies during the depression 
brought Manley into politics. 
He organized the People’s Na- 
tional Party, and at first try 
was unsuccessful in ousting his 
chief opponent here, the ob- 
streperous but basically more 
conservative Sir Alexander 
Bustamante — his cousin — 
from office as Chief Minister. 
Manley then served as leader 
of the opposition not only in 
the House of Representatives 
but in organizing a labor organ- 
ization rivaling Bustamante’s. 

Aging “Busta,” as he is called 
here, is still a figure in labor 
and political circles. As a re- 
sult both of his and of Man- 
ley's labor organization work 
Jamaica is one of the most 
union-minded places on earth 
today, a circumstance which 
Jamaican political leaders see 
as helping make sure that the 
‘economic development of their 
island will produce results good 
for the ordinary man as well as 
the new industrialists. 


Jamaica's chief product Is 
still sugar, although it is hoped 
the time will come soon when 
this will not be so. Half of Ja- 
maica’s sugar cane is grown on 
large corporate estates and half 
by independent farmers. 

Strong unions negotiate 
tough contracts with the cor- 
porate sugar interests and Ja- 
maicans have little of the bit- 
terness against the sugar cor- 
porations that is found among 
the people of British Guiana.

He is charged with being the chief draftsman of an am-

the fact that it could also be 


used at his own discretion to help enforce racial integration in 
the public schools and other publicly-owned establishments in 


the South. 

Like most charges in Wash- 
ington, there is less here than 
meets the ear. It is true that 


the Attorney General is the 
chief draftsman of the bill— 
that he and his associates, par- 
ticularly Assistant Attorney 
General Warren Olney III, de- 
vised the formula of giving fed- 
eral judges the right to hold in 
contempt of court, without a 
jury trial, anyone who defied 
a court injunction against in- 
terfering with a citizen's civil 


rights. 


It is also true that the bill 
is ambiguous in the sense that 
it can be interpreted in many 
ways, and that in all his testi- 
mony Brownell has emphasized 
that its main purpose is to se- 
cure the right to vote of all 
qualified citizens, including Ne- 
groes in the South. 

No Concealment.

This is not to say that the law enforcing agencies 
are without problems. They have their difficul- 
ties not to say their frustrations. They are 
charged with applying the law, with obtaining 
the indictment of violators and with . bringing 
them to trial on the findings of the grand jury. 
The law agencies represent the people and their 
work deserves sympathy and understanding. It 
is wholly reasonable that the Department of 
Justice, for example, wants to make sure that 
its files are not subjected to fishing expeditions 
on the part of defense counsel. At the same 
time there is no reason whatever to believe that 
Justice Brennan, who read the decision in the 
Jencks case, and his colleagues have any inten- 
tion that FBI records be opened up recklessly. 

In the final analysis, there is no reason why 
the best interests of the law enforcing agencies 
and the constitutional guarantees of the Bill of 
Rights cannot be brought together. That which 
benefits one in the long run benefits the other. 

If the recent Supreme Court decisions reveal 
any serious legal loopholes let them be plugged 
by Congress in the interests of the necessary 
work of the Department of Justice and related 
agencies. In the same spirit, let the law en- 
forcing authorities study the Supreme Court 
decisions with the sympathy and understanding 
which they ask for themselves. 

Wild charges that the Supreme Court is set- 
ting itself up as a judicial dictator are fantastic 
on their face. Chief Justice Warren and his 
colleagues are doing no mofe than discharging 
their duty as the supreme appliers of our law— 
and that makes them guardians of the liberties 
and freedoms which we all enjoy.

GRAIN PRICES LOWER 
ON CROP ESTIMATE 


CHICAGO, July July 11 (AP)— 
The Government's new ‘crop 
forecast furnished all the news 
on the Board of Trade today— 
and most of it wasn’t good news 
as far as futures traders were 
concerned. 

Wheat, corn and oats dipped 
around 2 cents at times in liqui- 
dation brought about by fore- 
casts that were higher than ex- 
pected and caught traders by 
surprise. Rye was down more 
than 3 cents most of the day in 
selling influenced not only by a 
bearish crop report but by a 
weaker Canadian market. 

Soybeans ran contrary to the 
rest of the market, showing 
gains most of the time because 
the Government acreage esti- 
mate was less than traders had 
expected. However, weakness in 
‘other pits pulled bean prices 
downward.

testimony before a House com- 
mittee. 

The disclosure came about 
after Feller was prevented from 
holding a baseball clinic for 
youngsters in Dodger-owned 
Wrigley Field in Los Angeles 
this week. 

Hillings’s statement drew con- 
flicting statements from all 
concerned, but he said that if 
the House Anti-Trust subcom- 
mittee finds “substantial evi- 
dence of reprtsals against Feller 
because of his testimony, then 
it should ask the Department 
of Justice to prosecute the 
individuals responsible.”

Feller's cancellation stemmed 
from his adverse criticism be- 
fore a House committee. They

What actually happened 
was that the children became less aggressive and more 
feminine in their patterns of behavior, and the mother in- 
terpreted that as good behavior. 
| It was perhaps good for girls, but from the long-range 
‘point of view, it certainly wasn’t good for the boys. Actually, 
it wasn’t good for girls. either because they need to know 
what a man is like since they will marry someday and live 
with one eventually. 

PSYCHOLOGIST GEORGE R. BACH found that boys 
and girls alike tended to idealize their father if he was gone. 
He became an imaginary creature who gave them much 
affection and never exerted his authority. Real fathers are 
not like that. 

You will have to do the best you can by correspond- 
ence, Capt. F. It can’t take the place of “in-persoh” con- 
tact, but it will have to do. 

Fathers who could give their children more ought to 
take advantage of the opportunity.
